Adams, in the East End, when a horse,

youngster, 
street. 


Before the small boys could get out 


of the way the frightened animal was 
upon Uiora and young Edwards was 
knocked down iiud trampled upon. 
It 


happened that the horse had been new- 
ly shod. 


The Edwards boy was picked up un- 


conscious and carried to his home. 
Drs. Davidson, SI agio and two other 
physicians wore summoned, and the 
lad's injuries attended to. 
It was 


found that the horse's hoof had struck 
him square upon the forehead, cutting 
a big gash eight inches long an,l 
frac- 


turing the skull. The imprint of the 
horse's shoo could bo plainly seen. 
He 


was badly bruised about the head, faco 
and body. His injuries are very ser- 
ious and ho may not recover.

It has been several days since a deer
